Equitable fc Assessment 
Would Be fought 
By Ordinance 


$5,000 VOTED TO 
HELP SCHOOLS 


Financial Condition not 
to Permit Giving Of 
Amount Asked 


I The Albany City council unanimous­ 
ly agreed last night to give $5,000 to 
the school Bystem of the city follow-" 
ing an appeal made at the last regu­ 
lar meeting of the cotincll by B. L. 
Malone, representing the board of ed­ 
ucation. 
At that time Mr. Malone asked for 
the sum of $10,000, but finances of 
the city prevented giving the entire 
amount. 
Indications at the meeting are to 
the effect that the city will probe 
the valuations placed by individuals 
upon stocks of goods, merchandise, 
real and personal property. 
The city 
attorney was instructed to draw up an 
ordinance compelling citizens to give 
the full valuations for their proper 
ties. 
The 
matter 
of 
the 
city 
park was likewise diacussed and de­ 
termined that the city park property 
should not be-driven trver for farming 
purposes. 
This comes as the result 
of a petitUm by land owner* who 
are situated near the city property 
extending from Fourth avenue east 
to the Somerville road, asking 
that 
the site not be marred by allowing 
individuals to farm upon it. 
It was stated in the last meeting of 
the city council that the school sys­ 
tem was in need of funds for the con­ 
tinuance of the present school year 
and the councilroen were heartily in 
accord with the i«fea of city aid re­ 
gardless of the present low financial 
status of the city. 
The matter of valuations of proper­ 
ties was entered into and quite a bit of 
discussion on the subject revealed that 
the city was not possibly obtaining the 
full amount of taxes on stocks of 
goods, merchandise, real and person­ 
al , property. 
It is thought that this 
ordinance will greatly aid the 
city, 
the county and the state. 
The city park property which ex­ 
tends from Fourth avenue to 
the 
Somerville road will no longer be giv­ 
en out by the city to be farmed upon 
following a petition that was placed 
before the council asking that the land 
site be beautified and improved. It is 
probable that the city will take up the 
matter of improvement within a very 
short while. 
W. E. Sivley was the only council­ 
man absent at the Friday meeting 
which was attended by a number o 
interested citizens, The meeting was 
one of the most productive that has 
been held in many months and opin- \ 
ions were expressed t o d a that the 
council had made several important 
movgs.

while a score of men toiled under­ 
ground to recover the bodies of 34 
of the 51 miners entombed in an ex­ 
plosion yesterday. 
A cave-in early today halted for 
several hours the work of rescue, af­ 
ter 17 bodies had been taken out. 
After-damp, the dread poison gas 
of the mines, made first attempts to 
recover the bodies precarious and part 
of the night was spent in repairing 
the ventilating system. A new supply 
of fresh air made it possible for crews 
to penetrate the wrecked underground 
passages, after the debris from the 
cave-in was cleared away. 
'The blast trapped the men working 
in little rooms off the third, fourth, 
seventh and eighth entries of the mine 
A flash of flame quickly consumed 
all the life sustaining oxygen and the 
concussion of the explosion brought 
down loose coal and a shower 
of 
mine timber. 
Mine experts said a cutting machine 
working close to the wall of an aban­ 
doned mine, had cut through a parti* 
tion releasing a flood of gas that had 
accumulated in the old working. 
A 
flame from a miners lamp ignited the 
gfts and caused the explosion. 
Rescuers were hopeful that all the 
bodies refnaining in th etpit would be 
recovered today. The local chapter of 
the Business and Professional wom­ 
an’s clubs undertook the task of min- 
istering to the group of women at 
the mine. The Red Cross gave atten­ 
tion to the needs of stricken families. 
In four instances fathers and sons 
were victims.

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“worn soft garments and dwelt in King’s paladfes. ’ Abra 
ham was not poor. He wa$ wealthy. But Abraham was 
the father of the faithful. In our day, there is at least 
one good and great man who has always “worn soft gar­ 
ments”—Bjphop James Cannon, of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church, .South. To prove that Bishop is great—He 
went through mud and water up to his arm 
pits 
in 
Afiica.« But that is not what proved him great. Many 
who go through the hardest things are as mean as the 
devil desires. Because Bishop Cannon regarded his hard 
experience as merely “a great adventure for God,” proved 
his greatness. It remains to be said, howaver, that tb* 
great creative geniuses, those who have had mostafrom 
God have “oome up out of great tribulations.” Moses 
was borir a slave. He was left to the mercy of a heath 
en Princess. He was fbrced to live apart from his own 
people. 
He was all but forced to commit murder. 
He 
was an exile in the land of Midian for 40 years. 
But 
Moses became God’s great lawyer. 
He handed the ten 
commandments, a code by side of which the laws of Ly- 
curgus and Ms kind, look like the 
proverbial 
“thirty 
cents.” ’ . 
Moses, once a slave boy, by many is considered a more 
powerful character than St. Paul, fkimself. And Paul was 
a child of adversity, despite his high educational advan 
tages. He wrought among “false brethern,” amtd perils 
by land and sea, and finally was murdered by a cruel 
government. 
But, single handed in a few short years 
St. Paul destroyed the integrity of heathen world wor 
ship; and almost single handed Paul transmitted Chris­ 
tianity to the world at-large, in itá purity, but stripped of 
all Judaism. Yes, Paul strove under the most adverse cir­ 
cumstances. 
He was alone. 
He was tloved by only a 
few. But Paul was “in labors more abundant” than any 
other Christian man. Paul knew how to be exalted and 
how to be hufibled—and every other man, who is a true 
one, must learn the same lesson. It is indeed idle to say 
that either good or bad environment make people what 
they are; for men are creators. Men by God’s help con­ 
trol their circmmstances. It might be said in passing that 
it may be a compliment from God—when H* allows an 
aversity to a man.
